Ashland's billion dollar Industry, 
the American Rolling Mill Company 
plant, has launched an $8,000,000 
construction program that w. ill sur- 
pass everything in its continuous 
stream of improvements since its 
location here in 1922. 

Already one of the finest steel 
plants in the nation. $3,000,000 
worth of reconstruction will con- 
dition the local industry to handle 
a greater volume of production 
than any other mill operated by the 
American Rolling Mill Company, 
whose main offices are in Middle- 
town, Ohio. 

However, a greater portion of the 
huge appropriation, the cost being 
estimated at $5,000 000, will pour 
into the erection of a giant blast 
furnace, monstrous enough to turn 
out hundreds of tons of pig iron 
daily for use in not only the local 
plant but in other steel industries 
of the naUon.

installed two three-high hot reduc- 
ing mill: built new normalizing 
and pickling units; enlarged the 
sheet mill; enlarged the processing, 
shipping and jobbing mil! ware- 
house buildings, and built six main 
locker room buildings and as many 
refrigerating plants for cooling 
drinking water. 

The additions and Improvements 
have made it possible for the local 
plant to produce any type of rolled 
sheet. 

Outstanding among the inter- 
plant organizations is the Ashland 
Armco Employes Association thnt 
was founded in 1923 to afford re- 
lief to any member who may, 
through sickness or injury, be rend- 
ered incapable of performing his 
duty, and also to promote the gen- 
eral welfare of its members and to 
maintain close relationship between 
employes of the various depart- 
ments. Although not compulsory, 
all Armco employes are association 
members. 

In addition to personal service to 
its members, the association is di- 
rectly responsible for the many so- 
cial and recreational features which 
are not only enjoyed by Armco 
employes but by the entirety of 
Eastern Kentucky, Southern Ohio 
and nearby West Virginia. A com- 
plete list of activities sponsored by 
the association since its founding 
would be too lengthy to list, but 
among them may be mentioned the 
Armco baseball and football teams 
of the late twenties and early 
thirties. Armco field has served the 
community as a site fur not only 
football and baseball but also for 
track meets, boxing events, softball 
and other activities. It is now the 
home field for the Ashland 
Colonels, a Class D team of the 
Mountain States professional league. 

Popular among Eastern Kentucky 
sportsmen are the Armco skeet and 
trap shooting fields. 

These and hundreds of other 
Armco features, both industrially 
and socially, are obvious reasons 
why Ashland enjoys the most com- 
plete of entertainment and econom- 
ical blessings of the steel industry.
